Bow Strings of Hair. 


Probably one of the most famous 
examples of stubborn resistance and 
courage in all history can be found in 
the case of the Carthaginians as they 
stood against their ancient enemy, the 
Romans, in the bitter strife of olden 
times known as the Punic wars. 

These furious wars lasted about 90 
years. In them most terrible deeds 
of valor were enacted and of carna:ze 
were committed. 

In them Carthege was struggling 
for life. Ficet after Jeet went down. 
Army after army melted away. 

The stern purpose of Rome was: 
“Carthage must be destroyed.” The 
stern resolution of Carthage was: 
“We shall us’ yield.” 

Hard pressed by Rome, « cry of in- 
dignation and despair arose from the 
distressed city. 

The Carthaginians resolvod to re- 
sist to the bitter end. The gates of 
the city were closed. Men, women, 
and children set to work and labored 
day and night manufacturing wea- 
pons of defense. 

The entire city was converted into 
one great work shop. The utensils 
of the home and the sacred vessels. of 
the temples,—statues and vases were 
melted down for weapons. Matérial 
was torn from the buildings of the 
city for the construction of military 
engines, The women cut off their 
hair and braided it into strings for 
bows and for the catapults. By such 
labor and by such sacrifices the city 
was soon put into a state to with- 
stand a siege. 

When the Romans advanced to take 
possession of the place, they were as- 
tonished to find the people they had 
just so treacherously disarmed, with 
weapons in their hands, manning the 
walls of their capital and ready to bid 
them defiance. 

The sublime courage of the Cartha- 
ginians of 2000 years ago, has been 
applauded around the world ever since 
that day, and can be and should be an 
example to us, and an inspiration at 
this present moment. 

Many farmers, like the Carthagin- 
ians, are facing misfortune and de- 
feat. If we meet these with the sub- 
‘ime courage and fortitude of olden 
times staking all on another desper- 
ate effort there is every chance that 
we shall succeed. 

“God hates a quitter.” “Fortune 
favors the brave.” The farmer who 
whines and fails to try valiantly this 
year because he had bad Juck in the 
past, will have but little to feed his 
stock; will have but little income; and 
deserves the misfortune that will 
probably overtake him.

Useless it is to do only as much as 
last year. You need to do more. 

Don’t tell me it is impossible to do 
more or better. Brave men delight

with the spirit of conquerors.

Explosion of Gasoline Engine Causes

Left Homeless. 


Buffalo, N. Y—Nine persons, seven 
of them women, lost their lHves io 
an explosion and fire that swept 
through the Allegany County Alms- 
house, at Angelica, last Thursday. 


.The women were all aged and help- 


léssly bedridden. One of the men who 
perished was Charles Saunborn, an 
attendant, A few minutes before he 
lost his life he had succeeded in sav- 
ing three inmates. 

The explosion took place in the 

boiler room and the fire spread rapid- 
ly through the institution, 
* When. the explosion occurred at- 
tendants rushed to the sleeping quar- 
ters and carried Gut many inmates, 
but fast spreading flames soon cut off 
their entranace. Sanborn,  deapite 
constant Warnings, made his way into 
the sleeping quarters for a third time, 
after bringing out three women. 

His. charred body in the debris of 
the entrance hali of the sleeping 
quarters was mule testimony to his 
courage and extreme sacrifice. 


The. second man, who perished was} 


Frank Choe, fireman at the hospital. 
The fire is said to have been caused 
by the explosion of a gasoline engine. 
The inmates included 24 women, 
nearly all of them of advanced age 
and many of them yery feeble and 
29 men, most of them feeble. 


STORM HITS WESTERN CITIES 


Storm Causes Much Damage, Traffic 
* Delayed—Wires Down. 


Pueblo, Colo—aA terrific blizzard, 
driven by a 70 mile wind, caused prop- 
erty damage estimated at $100,000 
here. Buildings were unroofed, tele- 
phone poled leveled and small out- 
butdings demolished by the violent 
wind storm. 

All freight traffic was 
and passenger trains proceeded under 
Blow orders. 

Several persons were slightly in- 
jured when automobiles were dashed 
against buildings. Sign boards were 
dashed into the streets and pedes- 
trians had narrow escapes from in- 
jury. 

Brick chimneys toppled over and 
the roof of an apartment house was 
lifted into the air and lodged on top 
of a house in the same block. 


_Denver—A terrific blizzard, which 
caused temperatures in Denyer to 
drop 30 degrees in four hours, gripped 
this city last week. Trafic and wire 
communication. were demoralized. 
Trains were running several hours 
late and several were reported 
stalled. 


Ironwood. Mich. — The Gogebic 
Range was in the grip of one of the 
worst blizzards’ of this winter, last 
week. One foot of snow has failen in 
eight hours and the temperature drop- 
ped 30 degrees. Traffic is tied up. 


FIREBUG CAUSED FLINT FIRE 


Flare, With Time Fuse, Planted In 
Court House, Officers Claim, 


Flint—An incendiary time fuse, 
planted in the attic of the Genesee 
county court house, caused the fire 
which destroyed that building, inves- 
tigations have indicated. 

-An armed cordon ot deputies guard- 
ed the ruins, while pesses of county 
officers, city and state police were 
seeking the firebug wHo set the fuse. 

Steps in the investigation were 
advanced rapidly by the supervisors, 
when they ordered the concentration 
of every county officer on the case.

More than a quarter of a million 
workmen are unemployed in the 
United States, acvording te a recent 
survey conducted 
by Garland W. 
Powell, director of 
the national Amer- 
jeaniam = commis- 
sion of the Amerl- 

can Legten. 

Mr. Powell states 
that his unem- 
ployment figures 
were based on 
questionnaires ad- 
dressed tu ull state 
chambers of com- 
. merce and to state 

officials of Legion. 

“The results of this census directly 
refutes many arguments in favor of 
lowering the bars aguinst alten iniil- 
gration this year,” said Powell, “Chere 
ig an organized movement afoot among 
eertaln employing interests to repeal 
the present 3 per cent act for Hmit- 
ing Immigration, on the plea of a 
scarcity of labor. The American Le- 
gion wants to bring the true condi- 
tion of affairs before the country, We 
are not alarmists, but we do not féel 
that the true business fnterests of the 
country will be forwarded by bringing 
in all the cheap foreign labor that Eu- 
rope can supply. We want to see 
American industries manned by Ater- 
fean Inbor at a Ilving wage.” 

Powell declared that he could bring 
forward statistics to prove that {n the 
coul iludustry alone, three miners were 
Struggling to make a Hving on work 
enough for just two. 

“Yhe American Legion is pro-Amer- 
iean,” said Powell. “We are abso- 
lutely neutral in economic disputes, be- 
cause our membership is made up.from 
all softs of occupations, employers 
and laborers alike. But we feel it 
our duty to warn the American people. 
that the population of this country is 
already one-third foreign by birth or 
extraction. Unrestricted immigration 
would Europeanize this country in five 
years more. That tg a condiden we 
do not desire.”

Hifs mast remnrkable victory was 
the recent ruling of the Ohlo Court of 
Appeals, awarding a fund of $116,000, 
collected during the war to supply 
vomnforta fer the men of the Eighty- 
third division, to the Legion, 

The court ruled that the Legian is 
the one representative organization of 
veterans cf the World war and that 
caumforts belonging to the men who 
served should come properly to them 
in their present orgunization, “As the 
G. A. R. ts to the Civil war, so the 
Amertean Legion iy and will be the 
outstanding military organization rep- 
resenting the ex-soldiers of the World 
war,” the opinion of the court stated. 

Mr. Bettman hus started a member- 
ship campaign in Ohio with a gonf of 
60,000 Legionnalres. Ohto posts will 
have exceptional inducements to beut 
the bushes for new members, since the 
war chest fund awarded by the Court 
of Appeals will be distributed among 
the posts on a basis of membership 
on July 1. 

The Ohio Legion head was a warm 
personal friend of the late F, W. Gal- 
braith, Jr, and is chairman of a Legion 
committee which will erect a $25,000 
memorial to the former Legion lender 
ma cliff overlooking the Ohio river 
near Clneinnatl.

Under the direction of A. J. Mc- 
Adams, a system of drainage was 
laid out and the main ditch blasted 
through a mass of fallen timbers, 
frost lifted stumps and brush. Ow- 
ing to the nature of the soil, several 
blasts were made in the thirty rods 
opened. — 

Contrasted with this was the blast 
made on the T. F. Marston farm at 
Kawkawlin, where a soil of efen 
makeup permitted the blasting of 
forty rods at one instant, opening a 
cut or ditch five feet deep and eight 
feet wide at the top. 

This kind of blasting is accom- 
plished by placing: one or more 
sticks of dynamite eighteen inches

Judging from the interest dis- 
played by those attending the 
schools, a new impetus has been 
given to land clearing in northern 
Michigan. Many farmers who have 
been farming between great stumps, 
which have had_too great a _ resis- 
tance for the methods in vogue in 
the community, learned a new way 
to get rid of them with the result 
that mafiy fields will be rounded 
out, permitting simplified cultiva- 
tion. Likewise, the men now know 
how to get rid of water from low 
lands; and, the rocks, which occa- 
sionally have the farmer, his son, or 
the “hired man” dangling from 
plow handles, gone skyward.
